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EDS Plans To Develop 2nd Deep-well; 
Council Adopts Emergency Measures

The newly sworn-in Romulus City 
Council made the "emergency" pas- 
sage of amore stringent environmental 
ordinance one Of its first orders of busi- 
ness on Tuesday, November 14, after 
learning of a new deep-well project be- 
ing pursued by Environmental Disposal 
Systems, Inc. (EDS). 

According to public notices which 
EDS has paid to have published in this 
issue of The Romulus News, the com- 
pany has begun a permit application 
process with the Michigan Department 
of Environmental Quality to "drill and 
operate” EDS Well No. 1-12 (to be lo- 
cated about 2,337 feet west of Inkster 
Road and 1,574 feet north of Wick Road) 
and EDS Well No. 2-12 (to be located 
about 2,360 feet west of Inkster Road 
and 1,642 feet north of Wick Road). in 
order to "inject non-hazardous and haz- 
ardous liquid wastes after well tests 
verify the acceptability of the well to the 
State and the EPA[Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency] for such uses.” Other 
notification concerning EDS' new per- 
mit applications either has appeared or 
willappearin The Romulus Roman;has 
been filed with the Romulus City Clerk's 
office; and will soon be on file for public 
perusal at the Romulus Public Library. 

The property for the proposed 
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service Made Holiday Dinner Special 


project site, which was purchased by 
EDS from Mr. Wendell Flynn, is zoned 
MT-2 — unlike the M1-zoned Wahrman 
Road parcel onwhich EDS drilled a well 
(still unused, due to an injunction which 
the City has been able to obtain, atleast 
temporarily, by contending that the zon- 
ing of the site was improper for such a 
disposal facility) in August of 1993. 
Not surprisingly, since almost all of 
the current Councilpersons adopted an 
adamant anti-well stance during the 
recent election campaign, the proposed 
"emergency" ordinance was passed by 
a vote of 6—0, with Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry abstaining. Before the final 
vote was taken, Raspberry urged his 
colleagues to consider well their deci- 
sion, since passage of such an ordi- 
nance would also affect other estab- 


lished and incoming industries. But 


Councilperson Mary Collins (whose re- 
ply to Raspberry seemed to sum up the 
feelings of the other Councilpersons as 
well) rejected Raspberry's warnings, 
Stating that "If it means that other com- 
panies who might not be doing busi- 
ness ... the way they should be have to 
come inline, alllcan say is, allthe better 
for us, and all the better for my grand- 
daughter who is sitting inthe audience."

native for the disposal of certain liquid 
wastes,” Wicklund told 7he Romulus 
News. "Because it has always been our 
contention that State and Federal laws 
preempt Local jurisdiction of projects 
like ours, we are confident thatthe Courts 
will eventually reverse the current in- 
junction against operation of our al- 
ready constructed well on. Wahrman 
Road. And certainly — in light of re- 
peated declarations by both the City 
and the Romulus Board of Zoning Ap- 
peals that MT-2 is, in their opinion, the 
proper zoning for this type of disposal 
facility — we believe that the City can 
have no reasonable objection to our 
latest proposal.” 

He concluded: "We never intended 
to put two injection-well facilities in the 
City of Romulus; however, the City's 
refusal to reach a settlement with us 
has left us no choice. We fully intend to 
develop boththe M1 andthe MT-2sites." 

In other action taken by Council 
that evening... 

Study Session/Special Meeting Set 

Explaining that he was not yet fully 
"up to speed" concerning information 
pertinent to the proposed Vining Road 
interchange project — and that he could 
not, therefore, vote intelligently on any- 
thing concerning it—newly seated Coun- 
cilman William Crova convinced his 
colleagues to schedule a study session 
on the subject for Tuesday, November 
21. Crova's request was prompted by a 
proposal — recommended by Mayor 
Beverly McAnally, Community Devel- 
opment Director Jane Downing, and 
the TIFA (Tax Increment Finance Au- 
thority) Board — to amend an existing 
agreement between the State, the City, 
the TIFA Board, and Metro World devel- 
opers regarding funding for the project. 

The current agreement, approved 
by the previous City Council, calls for a 
total cost of $13 million to be split be- 
tween the State ($7 million), the devel- 
opers ($4 million), and the City ($2 
million). But since the cost of the project 
was badly underestimated, according 
to Downing, the City Administration and 
the developers convinced the State to 
kick in an additional $3.5 million in grant 
money to coverthe difference. Downing 
told the Councilpersons thatif they want 
the City to take advantage of this rare 
opportunity to acquire significant State 
funding for the interchange — which is, 
she believes, crucial to the develop- 
ment of the Metro World Center and 
surrounding business — then they must 
do so quickly, before the offer is re- 
tracted or expires. (Final deadline for 
the agreement appears to be May 1.) 

City Council is expected to vote on 
the matter at the special meeting which 
will be held immediately after the study 
session. 


Meeting Schedule Adopted 

Although Council again adopted its 
usual"regular meeting" schedule of 7:30 
p.m. on the first, second, and fourth 
Monday of each month, several 
Councilpersons voiced their concern 
over the fact that Council meetings have 
for years conflicted with meetings of the 
Romulus Board of Education (held at 
7:30 p.m. on the second and fourth 
Monday of each month), and expressed 
an interest intrying to find an alternative 
that would permit residents to attend 
both City Council and School Board 
meetings. 

Council also voted to urge the 
Romulus Cable Commission to look 
into the feasibility of televising the Romu- 
lus Planning Commission, Romulus 
Board of Zoning Appeals, and Romulus 
Board of Education meetings on aregu- 
lar basis.

Council Names Representatives to 
City Commissions 

The Romulus City Council voted to 
appoint Councilman Michael Prybyla 
as its representative on the Pension 
Committee, and named Councilman 
Crovaas its representative on the Plan- 
ning Commission. (Crova, already chair- 
man of that body as a private citizen, 
accepted the appointment and an- 
nounced his resignation as chairman to 
avoid a conflict of interest.) 
Parliamentary Decisions 

In a unanimous decision, Council 
elected William Wadsworth as Chair- 
man Pro Tem, to fill in whenever Mayor 
Pro Tem Randolph Gear is unable to 
chair the Council's meetings. 

Roberts Rules of Order was once 
again adopted as the Council's parlia- 
mentary guide. Councilperson Romak 
suggested that study sessions concerm- 
ing proper parliamentary procedure be 
considered in the future.
